EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

BEGIN AMENDMENT 

Renumber claims 37-82 as claims 1-46. 
END AMENDMENT 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 37-82 (renumbered as 1 -46) are allowed. The prior art of record does not 
disclose data transmission over a plurality channels with different data rates such that 
the burst times are substantially equal as set forth in such a way that one of ordinary 
skill would be able to easily implement the technique with the 802.1 1 hardware. The 
prior art of record also does not disclose the parallel transmission in common with 
setting of different rates depending from the multiple channels depending on the type of 
frame transmitted.
